ERS AND GARDENERS,

The Harm They Do 1s Small Compared to
the Good They Accomplish—Even the
Mueh Abused Hawk and Owl Render
Valuahle Servico and Do 8light Harm,

""No decent person who knows the
wvalue of bivds that sing, whether thedr
notes be harsh or sweet voleed, will
ever kill o singing bird, " said n nntu-
ralist,  ““Thonsands of birds that ave of
inestimable value to the farmor ns woll
o8 to the town dweller who grows frait
or keeps n garden are slnnghtered ruth-
lessly every year.

“The farmer, the gardener and the
froit grower should know more abont
the birds that nest and sing and flit |
nbout their promises, for then they
wonld defend and protect them and in
time have them back in ,omething like
their old time numbers and variety,

BESSEMER ON BESSEMER STEEL.

Marvelous Quickness In Converting Cast
Irvon Into the Hardencd Metal,

In The Engineering Review Bir Hen-
ry Bessemer has an article on the steel
industry which bears his name.  Ho ro
minds us that o thivd of o contory ago
BhefMeld stoel made from the costly bar
fron of S8weden realized from £60 to
£00 o ton, Now, by the Bessemer proc.
ess, Atecl of excollent qunlity oan be
mado direot from orude pig iron ot a
cost ridienlonsly small compared with

the old steel workers never dreamed of
dealing with at one operation,

In Hen of the slow and expensive
process of eonverting wronght iron burs
into orude or blister gteel by 10 days’
exposure nt a very high temperature to
the action of carbon, onst iron worth
only £8 n ton is, Bir Henry says, con-
verted into Bessomer onst steel in 30
minutes wholly without skilled manip-
alation or the employment of foel, and
while still mnintaining its initinl heat
it ean at onoe be rolled into reilway
bars or other required forms.

Marsdon’s **History of Sumatra'® tells
us that the people of the Philippine is-
lands nlso have the treo descent legend
among them, and King, in his “Lifo
Among the Bushmen of Australin, '
says that the peopls there habitnally
livo among the trees, beenuse *‘they mw
taught from infaney that their enrly
nucestors were trecs endowed with the
faculty of speaking and moving about
from place to place. "—8t, Lonis Re-
public.
